North East Medical Services 
(NEMS) has been serving the 
Chinatown community for about 
Six Imnonths. 

The man who first helped to 
plan NEMS is now its director， 
Gilbert Lum . 

Born in Chinatowmn; Lum attendz 
ed _ local schools，including UC 
Berkeley and San Francisco TIheo- 
logical Seminary。 Married， with 
three grown chilqren, he was once 
amissionary to Singapore. 

He became involved in China- 
town and worked with EOC (now 
the 了 EDA, Economic Development 
Agency) as assistant director. Dur- 
jing this _ time he also headed a 
committee to_ develop a_ medical 
program for low-income families. 
Working with Lum on this project 
were George Chew，zEileen Dong， 
George Mew and Moon Eng. This 
proposal was not funded because， 
according to Lum,“It was not the 
Proper Proposal.” 

Two years later he transferred to 
Central 卫 OC. The physicians at 
Chinese _ Hospital askedqd him -to 
write a_ Proposal for developing a 
medical service， When this Pro- 
印 am was funded，Lum，at the 
urging of several physicians and 
friends，applied for project direc- 
torship and was chosen. 

Lum speaks fairly fluent Can- 
tonese，and although he has no 
medical background he picked up 
experience working with people 
in the medical area.“I understand 
the concepts of medical and den- 
tal needqs,”he says. 

NEMS is new and different from 
other out-patient programs，be- 
cause lt works side by side with 
its own clinic and. private physi- 
cians。 A NEMS recipient can 
choose his own Private physician 
as long as the physician agrees to 
NEMS terms.JIn this way，the 
Imedical services _ already existing 
in Chinatown are utilized. 

The director feels the program 
is running better than he had anti- 
cipated and he is working to im- 
Prove its quality. 

He also feels the community 
does appreciate NEMS services, a 
fact that is evidenced by the large

Ismael Reed，black community 
representative，countered Wong's 
remarks by informing him that 
Elip Wilson"s writers _ are white 
and that the producers and writers 
for most shows involving Third 
World performers are white. Reed 
clarified that he was not criticizing 
Wong for his role as Charlie Chan 
host, since executive positions that 
control the media are off limits to 
non-whites and most Asians and 
blacks must take whatever jleft- 
Over roles are deigned permissible 
by the white media establishrment. 

Frank Chin，however,，did criti-

Nevada, 1970), 168 pp., $3.95. 


This is a long-awaited book by 
Professor Lyman，who has shown 
interest and concern about the 
role of the Chinese and Japanese 
in North America for mmany years. 
The 4siam tthe est is a cormnpi- 
lation of some of his papers which 
have been published between 1964 
and 1970. Heretofore，some of 
them have not been readily acces- 
sible as they appeared in journals 
issued in Canada and England. 
Two appear for the first time; 
“The Significance of the Asians im 
American Society”and “Genera- 
tion and Character: The Case of 
the Japanese Americans.”A review 
of his “Marriage and the Family 
Among Chinese Immigrants to 
America，1850-1960” appeared 
earlier in this column (了 /人 W,，6-18- 
69)，and “Strangers in the City: 
The Chinese on the Urban Fron- 
tier” was cited briefly ( 卫 /W,， 10-7- 
70). The_ remaining ones in the 
anthology are: “Chinese Secret 
Societies in the Occident . . .，” 
“Rules of a Chinese Secret Soci- 
ety in British Columbia，“Con- 
trasts in the Community Organiza- 
tion of Chinese and Japanese in 
North America” “Social Demosg- 
raphy of the Chinese and Japanese 
in the U.S. of America”and “Red 
Guard on Grant Avenue . .. 


The Asian in the West 


Much of the basic background 
material for these articles was de- 
rived _ from his doctoral disserta- 
tion，THhe 9trwctaze OF CHRzeSe 
Soctet 1 NinaeteemtP-Ce7mtU7ry 
dmertica (1961，UC Berkeley)， 
which actually includes a study of 
the Japanese-Americans for com- 
parative analysis， As the articles 
were published in a variety of pro- 
fessional journals，repetition on 
certain subjects, at times verbatim， 
is unavoidable. Notes on the pa- 
pers，placed at the end of the 
book, are extensive and should be 
carefully readq as they Serve as 3 
rich storehouse of enticing leads 
to other informational sources- 

Dr.Lyman，born in San Fran- 
cisco in 1933，has had personal 
and intimate contacts with Chi- 
nese and Japanese of the city since 
his adolescent years. His academic 
interest in them was sparked by 
the late Jacobus tenBroek，who 
had written an incisive analysis of 
the unconstitutionality of the 
evacuation of the WestCoast Japa- 
nese. Presently, Lyman is associate 
professor，Department of Soci- 
ology, at UC San Diego. He is pre- 
paring a new book，CAizmese- 
41mertcan3S to be published by 
Random House. 

The first paper， “IThe Signifi- 
cance of Asians in American Soci- 
ety,”Pprovides an excellent back- 
ground on this country's develop- 
ment of racism,，which is traceable 
to the sense of white superiority 
of the early Europeans .Over dark- 
skinned peoples throughout the 


world. ( A reminder that the U.S. 


has bad no monopoly on white 
racism).， The United States was 
Primed for practicing racism be- 
fore the coming of the Asiatics. 


However，unlike the early blacks 
who were enslaved and segregated， 
and the Indians who were Ias- 
sacred or imprisoned in reserVa- 
tions，the Asians were subjected 
to _ what the author describes as 
%modern racism ”which is“char- 
acterized by a diffuse，subtle 一 
indeed sometimes unconscious 
and invisible 一 prejudice found in 
a vast congeries of organizations， 
associations and social Practices 

.each of which operates to de- 
grade, deinote，demoralize or de-

In his writings on the Chinese-

Presenting Contrasts between the 
two groups in their confrontation 
with the larger society.。 None has 
emphasized as Inuch and felt as 
much the need for concerted re- 
search on the Chinese secret SOCi- 
eties in America, which Dr. Lyman 
declares have remained secret, (His 
article on the rules of the Chih- 
king T'ang in British Columbia， 
co-authored with William Willmott 
and Berching Ho, is a revelation.) 
One need not cringe at the term 
“secret society” itself (recalling 
the unsavory deeds of the“fight- 
ing tongs”)，as the following, irre- 
spective of their activities，fall im 
the same classification since they 
all have _ elements of secret initia- 
tion， oaths，and rituals: Eree-

of 1965 that Mao made the deci- 
sion to intervene Personally。In 
June，he made his first move: all 
ranks were abolished in the army. 
The symbolic significance of this 
revolutionary decree was immedi- 
ately grasped by the ordinary Chi- 
nese around Us who were well 
aware of the growth of elitism in 
the nation. When I remarked to a. 
friend that it would be difficult to 
tell the officers from the men now 
that the armymen wore no insig- 
nia, he replied: “Oh it's easyi the 
officers are the fat ones.?” 


The Chairman opened up is at- 


_tack in guerrilla fashion，directing 
bis fire only against a few vulner- 
able targets. He spent the fall of 
1965 and the winter of 1966 pre- 
paring Pubiic opinion for what 
would be thbe greatest mass politi- 

cal movement 也 the history of 
the revolutionary republic. What 
Mao wanted Was to start a great 
Imovement to throw out or re- 
educate all those 也 authority who 

had grown tired of the revolution， 
who had forgotten the people, and 
who were using power for their 
own purposes.、 He wanted to re- 
juvenate the revolution. 

In May 1966, the Cultural Revo- 
lution was officially launched.A 
bandful of people in authority in 
the Party were denounced for tak- 
ing the “capitalist road.”Leading 
editorials in prominent news- 
papers openly attacked Peng Chen， 
the mayor of Peking and one of 
the most powerful men in China. 

When the movement first started 
in the _ universities，rebel students 
roOse UP and wrote Posters con- 
demning Party leaders in their 
schools for their arbitrary use of 
authority and their bureaucratic 
SUPPression of criticism. In June， 
Mao，who must have felt he still 
lacked the power to attack fron- 
tally，left Peking，and the move- 
ment in the city fell under the 
leadership of Liu Shao-chsi; the 
Very man who later would become 
its biggest target. 

During those early months of 
the movement my wife and I were 
working at one of the main uni- 
versities in Peking. Never having 
WwWitnessed a major Chinese politi- 
cal mmovement before we had little 
idea of what a serious struggle was 
ahead. Chairman Liu dispatched 
his own _ work teams (groups of 
leading officiais)-who were to lead 


and still a powerful figure. Like a 
true guerrilla fighter，in July, im- 
mediately after the first impact， 
Mao returned to Peking and sup- 
ported the rebel students who had 
been under attack by Liu?s work 
teams.、 At that time,，he wrote his 
own big-character poster (entitled 
“Bombard the Headquarters?”) 
which was quoted all over China. 
Soon the momentum of the whole 
movement turned again，and the 
rebels began to storm the citadels 
of bureaucracy headed by Liu 
Shao-chni himself. 

Our eldest son, Chris, who was a 
student at Peking University Mid- 
dle School，joined a rebel group 
and was active in the mass student 
Imovement which swept Peking.

Red Guard classmates for 500 
miles on foot 他 om Peking to the 
Yellow River，stopping for a few 
Weeks to work in a_ coal mine in 
southern Hopei Province，in the 
geatest cross-Ccountry migration 
of Chinese youth in history- 


no one can deny that he dared to 
put into practice Thomas Jeffer- 
son's dictum，“God forbid we 
should ever be twenty years . . . 
without a rebellion .>” 

The Cultural Revolution, which 
has displaced many of China's old 
leaders，has by no means solved 
all of the country's problems. 
However，a_ new Pattern of eco- 
nomic development is clearly 
emerging which for the first time 
in history will attempt to build a 
modern industrial society in co- 
operation with, rather than at the 
expense of ，hundreds of millions 
of Peasants. Central govermnment 
administrative personnelhave been 
reduced from 60,000 to _ abonut 
10,000. Ninety government de- 
Partments have been consolidated 
into 26. Cuts in personnel exceed- 
ing 50 per cent have been made in 
local govermnments, in factories and 
on communes，Decentralization 
and local participation in decision- 
making have increased enormouslV， 
suggesting that aa change in direc- 
tion has actually occurred. 

The Cultural Revolution can also 
be understood as a movement to 
rid .China of all external influ- 
ences, Imainly Russian; and events 
seeIm to confirm that for the first 
time in a century，China is free 
from any degree of foreign influ- 
ence and control. 

China's mnew world status has 
been won in the teeth_-of fierce 
opposition by the two world super- 
Powers.. Washington and Moscow， 
dumbfounded by the outbreak of

the Cujltural Revolution，but sens- 
ing they were witnessing the final 
act of a drama，were unabjle to 
influence the outcome of the 
struggle。 The 及 ussian-instigated 
border clashes in the winter of 
1969，the massive build-up of 
troops in Outer Mongolia, and the 
open suggestion that the Soviet 
Union might use nuclear weapons 
against China，failed to influence 
the course of events in China. The 
United States, kept off-balance by 
the Vietnamese people under the 
leadership of their own revolu- 
tionary hero; Ho Chi Minh，also 
Proved incapable of brinmging its 
Power to bear on Chinese internal 
Political development， 

When we left Peking for home in 
the closing months of 1969, Mao， 
Lin Piao，and Chou En-lai had 
already been able to consolidate 
the country under a new leader- 
ship、We were seen off at the air- 
Port by the new revolutionary 
committee of our school made up 
of students，teachers，old cadires， 
workers and armymen who to- 
gether would strive to build a mew 
type of university，no longer di- 
vorced from the people. 

The last words of some of our 
close Chinese friends as we board- 
ed the plane were:“Wel see YOU 
again when we arrive in the UN 
We did not realize at the tinmie that
